Mrs. Harding was 
keenly interested in many philanth- 
ropic and educational activities, tak- 
ing a ‘prominent part in them even 
since the death of the president. 
Since his death, she has lived in 
Marion with Laddie Boy, the white 
house collie, as her constant com- 
panion. She, like Mr. Harding, loved 
both children and dogs.
